The official quarterly publication of the Association has 
been excellently edited under these four former editors. It 
is the hope of the new editor that the old standards will be 
maintained, and that the future issues will continue to be 
an ideal medium for professional communication, comment 
and news. Each editor in the past has molded the contents 
according to his pattern; the new editor is no exception. 
Various modifications will be reflected from issue to issue. 
Reader opinion will be welcomed. 


The primary editorial objectives will be to serve the 
membership (official data and association business, articles 
of professional value, news notes and pertinent comment) ;

The editor has very positive reactions to the annual 
meeting held at Royal Palms Inn, Phoenix. I think the 
united membership must revaluate the merits of joint 
meetings, ihe exorbitant expense of resort locations, the 
timing of the business meeting as held on Sunday morning, 
the kind of entertainment offered, and the role of the divi- 
sional meetings vs. general meetings. I regretted the lack 
of confidence in the slate as prepared by the Nominating 
Committee, but admired Mrs. Carlyle in the acceptance of 
her defeat. I was embarrassed by the displeasure of the 
visiting New Mexican Librarians who were housed away 
from the Inn. I do think that many in attendance learned 
many helpful things about the annual meeting, and I am 
sure that many corrections will evolve. But as previously 
stated they should be accomplished by the total membership 
rather than by the active minority. 








In view of the need for membership judgment, the 
Editor would welcome letters to be published expressing 
more opinion. Such opinions should be not more than one 
hundred and fifty words, and the name of the writer must be 
given as no anonymous letters will be published. 


Since the Editor believes so strongly in Arizonana, and 
the needs of local libraries in building such special collec- 
tions, a quarterly list will hence forth be printed, with 
greater emphasis on free materials, local imprints, etc. The 
present list has been assembled at the Matthews Library, 
but it is hoped that all future lists will be contributed by 
the members at large.

The Executive Board of the Arizona State Library Asso- 
ciation met in the library of North Phoenix High School 
at 10:00 a.m. on May 22, 1954. Members present were: 


William Bartels, President 

Frances Fleming, lst Vice President 
Harold Batchelor, 2d Vice President 
Gertrude James, Councilor 

Wenona Clark, Secretary 


Reading of the minutes of previous meeting was omitted. 
The Secretary was instructed to comply with the wishes 


of the Association in forwarding by wire to Senators Hayden 
and Goldwater the Association’s endorsement of President 
Eisenhower’s appointment of Quincy Mumford as Librarian 
of Congress. She was also instructed to wire Senators Hay- 
den and Goldwater endorsing Mason Bill HR-5180 with rec- 
ommendation that Section 38 be amended to include persons 
under age 65 who have retired under a retirement system. 


The Treasurer recommended in a letter to the President 
that her books be audited. Suggestion was made by Mr. 
Batchelor that a permanent revision of the constitution 
might set up a Finance or Audit Committee. Pending out- 
come, @ committee will be appointed by the President. 


Goals and desired accomplishments for the year were 
discussed. Among them, the need for cementing of the 
Association for “pulling the various sections together”; as- 
sistance to smaller communities in forming libraries — 
helping them to see the need, to get an organized beginning, 
etc.; the possibility of holding workshop association meet- 
ings in each of the several areas of the state; recruitment— 
continuation of this work by the committee, with some atten- 
tion being given our state training facilities. Note was also 
made of the need for a complete listing of all librarians in 
the state and for'a permanent file of allies. The directory 
is now two years old and in need of revision. 
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Miss Fleming pointed out that glaring errors are appear- 
ing in books about the Southwest written for juveniles and 
suggested the possibility of a clearing house being set up to 
disseminate information on the Southwest and to call errors 
to the attention of writers.

CONFERENCE OF THE ARIZONA STATE LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION 


The Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Arizona 
State Library Association and second joint meeting with 
the New Mexico Library Association was held in Phoenix 
on Friday, Saturday and Sunday, April 23-25, 1954, at the 
Royal Palms Inn. 


The first general session convened Saturday, April 24th 
at 9:30 a.m. in the Cantina. Miss Patricia Paylore, A.S.L.A. 
President, extended a welcome to our New Mexico visitors 
and Conference greetings to all present. Mrs. Marion Dor- 
roh, N.M.L.A. President, responded with an expression of 
appreciation. 


Miss Paylore then read a telegram of greeting and best 
wishes for a successful conference from A.L.A. President, 
Miss Flora B. Ludington. 


A second telegram from Miss Ludington asking that en- 
dorsement of President Eisenhower’s appointment of Mr. 
Quincy Mumford as Librarian of Congress be sent to State

Discussion followed in which it was 
agreed that members write or wire their endorsement to 
Siate Senators. 

Miss Gertrude James moved that Arizona State Library 
Association notify State Senators Hayden and Goldwater 
of the Association’s endorsement of the appointment.

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Bennett of the Washington office of A.L.A., that through the 
efforts of the Association parcel post rates on books had not 
been increased. He also reported that the Library Service 
Bill and the Mason Bill, are now in the Senate. A.L.A., 
therefore, strongly urges that all members write or wire 
their Senators assuring them of their full support of this 
legislation. Mr. Hoffman asked that the Secretary of 
A.S.L.A. be instructed to forward to Miss Bennett names of 
new officers of the Association for 1954-55. 


The President then stated that because of opposition to 
federal aid in Arizona she had not appointed a federal co- 
ordinator for the past year, but that she herself had corre- 
sponded frequently with Miss Bennett and had attended the 
meeting of all state coordinators at the midwinter meeting 
of A.L.A. in Chicago. 


After discussion from the floor Mr. Powell moved that 
A.S.L.A. wire our support of the Bills to Senators Hayden 
and Goldwater. The motion was seconded by Mr. William 
Bartels and carried. 


Miss James moved that our endorsement of the Mason 
Bill include a statement that section 38 should be amended 
to include persons under age 65 who have been retired under 
a retirement system. It was seconded by Mrs. Lela Jene- 
wein and carried. 


Miss Paylore then called on Mr. Batchelor to outline 
Library Science courses as offered at Tempe for the 1954 
Summer Session. Mr. Batchelor stated that as both Librar- 
ian, and Administrator of the Library Science School, with- 
out adequate funds to provide a competent teaching staff 
and promote registration, maintaining the department as 
such, presents difficulties. 


Miss Paylore announced that Library Science courses 
would again be offered during the summer sessions at the 
University of Arizona with Dr. Gladys Coryell, Education 
librarian, University of California, Los Angeles, conducting 
a workshop for school librarians during the first term and 
Miss Gertrude James teaching the Second Session classes. 


The President then called for Committee reports. (Re- 
ports are appended to minutes of convention business meet- 
ing.) 

CERTIFICATION COMMITTEE — Mrs. Dixie Thompson,

Upon completion of Mrs. Thompson’s reading of the re- 
port the President recommended that the present Certifica- 


tion Committee remain active until a final report is accom- 
plished.

RADIO PUBLICITY — Mr. Fleming Bennett, Chairman. 

Mr. Bennett, after submitting his report, requested that 
he be considered for re-appointment as Radio Publicity 
Chairman.

Chairman. 


TREASURER — Mrs. Mayone Burns. 


ARIZONA LIBRARIAN — Miss Frances Fleming. 


Miss Fleming reported that two hundred and one copies 
of the “Librarian” were printed for the last issue, and the 
number of exchanges had increased greatly over previous 
years. Miss Fleming expressed her appreciation of the 
cooperation she received through the year as editor. Ina 
final summary Miss Fleming reported that printing costs 
balanced with advertising income. 

Mr. Batchelor moved that a vote of appreciation be ac- 
corded Miss Fleming for her work as editor of the “Librar- 
ian.” It was seconded by Mr. Powell and carried. 

The President then requested that Miss Elinor Yung- 
meyer be given recognition for her supporting role in the 
editing of the “Librarian.” 


A.L.A. COUNCILOR — Miss Gertrude James. 


Miss James reported that as the Association’s Councilor 
to A.L.A. she had attended, at her own expense, every an- 
nual meeting of A.L.A., and subsequent reports on these 
meetings had been incorporated in issues of the “Librarian.” 

The President then reported on the Association’s activi- 
ties for the past year. She stated that following a visit to 
the Hon. Neilson Brown, Chairman of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, which resulted only in his insistence that 
library development in the State was a matter of local con- 
cern only, and to be achieved through local support, she 
came away convinced that a legislative campaign for the 
appropriation to activate the State Library Extension Agency 
was useless in the face of his unalterable opposition to state 
or federal aid. This feeling was further strengthened by a 
meeting in October of A.A.U.W.’s Legislative Committee 
with seven key legislators, including Mr. Brown, Miss Pay- 
lore, and Mr. Bartels, where the history of the Association’s 
legislative activities was gone over and the arguments pro 
and con thrashed out. No minds were changed, but Mrs. 
Polly Rosenbaum, Chairman of the House Education Com- 
mittee, urged the Association to concentrate on helping local 
library development. 
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Acting upon this advice, the President then sought and 
secured the Association’s permission to sponsor a demon- 
stration tour of Cochise County with the new Pima County 
bookmobile. This was done in March at a cost of a little 
over one hundred dollars, and was considered successful. 


At the same time, the Association sent Mrs. Jeannette 
McGary, active in the Tucson chapter of Friends of Arizona 
Libraries, to Prescott at the invitation of the Yavapai County 
chapter of A.A.U.W., to talk with them on the prospect of 
a Yavapai Couniy library. Latest news from Miss Dorothy 
Hardaway was that a Yavapai chapter of Friends of Arizona 
Libraries had been formed and that they were actively pro- 
moting this cause. 


Mr. Batchelor recommended that the President instruct 
the Secretary to write to members who were unable to 
attend the conference expressing the Association’s regret at 
their absence. 


A discussion then followed as to adjustment of schedul- 
ing of annual business meetings at conventions. The con- 
sensus seemed to be that meetings might possibly be more 
effective if held during the annual conference, or that more 
than one business session might be appropriate. 


Mr. Batchelor recommended that with the present 
growth of the Association the appointment of a Historian 
be made. 


Miss James proposed that section chairmen be made 
members of the Executive Board by a Constitutional Amend- 
ment, pointing out that such a move would strengthen the 
Association’s working group and spread the responsibility 
more evenly throughout the membership.

Mr. Powell moved that the incoming Board be charged 
with the responsibility of appointing a committee to consult 
with the Executive Board on a revision of the Constitution 
and By-laws to include these three revisions and any others 
they deemed advisable. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Batchelor and carried. 

Miss James moved that this motion be set in action im- 
mediately and decided by mail ballot if “Robert’s Rules of 
Order” made such action legal. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Thayer and carried. 

Miss Fleming, as A.S.L.A.’s 1954 Convention Chairman, 
extended her appreciation to all who worked so willingly 
with her toward making the Convention a success. She an- 
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nounced that letters of appreciation would be sent to all 
Exhibitors. 

The President then called for the report of the Nominat- 
ing Committee.

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE REPORT 


There were no appointments to the Legislative Com- 
mittee other than the Chairman this past year. 

The AAUW arranged for a meeting with librarians and 
members of the legislature to determine what the AAUW 
might do to further the establishment of libraries in Arizona. 
President Paylore and many other librarians attended this 
meeting. As usual the legislators present agreed that Ari- 
zona was far behind other states in library service but gave 
no indication that any help would be given by the legisla- 
ture. They recommended that action be initiated in the 
communities and counties to start local libraries and that 
County Boards of Supervisors should be approached by in- 
terested parties to allocate funds for libraries. They esti- 
mated that once libraries were in existence, the legislature 
might be more likely to give aid. 

The Chairman was invited by the PTA of Coolidge, 
Arizona to talk to a meeting of persons interested in start- 
ing a city library. Several hundred persons attended the 
meeting. A local committee was formed to investigate the 
possibilities and take action.
